WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 




1 . A method of caching data files comprising: 

providing a first computer; 

providing a sec< nd computer; 

establishing a pe er to peer network relationship between said first computer 
and said second computer; 



comprises: 



compnses: 



conveying a file from said first computer to said second computer; 



caching said file. 



2. The method as described in claim 1 wherein said caching said file 



caching said file at a caching computer. 



3. The method as described in claim 1 wherein said caching said file 



caching said file at a location where said second computer is located. 

4. The method as described in claim 1 and further comprising: 
receiving a request for said file\at said first computer from a third computer. 

5. The method as described \n claim 4 and further comprising: 
directing said third computer to obtain said file from said caching computer. 

6. The method as described in claim 5 and further comprising: 
establishing communications betweenWid third computer and said caching

conveying said file to said third computer
